In Conference With the Local Brew-
ers They Agree Upon Terms Satin-
factory to All Concerned—Ponition
of theOther Labor Bodies—Contracts
Signed by Both Sides.

The beer boycott hias beea ralsed, and
the fight between the Kolghis of Labor and
ihe iocal oreweriew, which has been waged
for eleven munths, s At an end.

VYery guictly the labor leaders and
representatives of the brewery Interests
have bDeen at work for Lbhe past elght
weetks endeavoring to rench b settiement.
During the long period the ditficolty hos
existed many stiempls were ade to this
ead, but each time some onforeseen ob-
stavie frusirated o consommation of their
desiros,

Having been frostrated in thin way more
than ohoe thase really desirous of settling
the motter to the advantage of all whose
interests were concerned, deckdsd to make
i, lasy effort. With this object in view
some tine ago a conference wis held be-
twenn the jegal representatives of the
orewers amd the loosl Federnton of Labar
and Districk Assembly, No. 66, Knights of
Labwr. AL this meetlng an earnest desire
was shown by all partes to settle the
watter. Both suggested terims of settie-
ment, and to the credit of amll, It should
fet statindd that they differsd bot Hitle.

TERMS WERE SUBMITTED.

At a later conference, held about thires
weeks agy, lloal terms of a basls of setile
ment were reached, but the absence from
the city of several of the persons concerned
since that thme lias delayed the signing of
the contract.
